Berlin, June 27. 

It's film festival time in Berlin 
and, coincidentally for about the 
ninth year running, it’s crisis time 
for the city, too. There has, how- 
ever, been hardly any reaction to 
the latest sounding off by Nikita 
Khrushchev, though if he imple- 
ments his threat to negotiate a 
separate peace with the East Ger- 
man regime, the festival would 
have to change its location, as 
access to the city would be by 
kind permission of a government 
which is not recognized in the 
West 

Though Dr. Alfred Bauer, the 
fest director, had previously indi- 
eated he would cut down the num- 
ber of entries, there is still a sub- 
stantial mileage of celluloid to be 
unspooled. All told, the official 
program comprises 26 feature pix 
(two of which are out of competi- 
tion), four long documentaries and 
63 shorts. 

Bauer also appears to be un- 
moved by the fact that only a 
month ago the Cannes Fest direc- 
torate was rapped by the Interna- 
tional 


ducers for ignoring advice and 
accepting four entries from one 
country, as he has done the same.

Paris, June 27. 

When Rudolf Nureyev defected from the Leningrad Ballet Com- 
pany in Paris he started a chain reaction that will probably affect 
all Russ cultural moves around the world. Russian ballet troupes, 
orchestras, etc:, have always been accompanied by numerous 
“transportation officials’ (known in the trade as “sputnixs’) to 
“help” them. Hoteling, feeding and social activities in groups have 
always been thus “supervised.” 

For the first time, with the Leningrad group, when they arrived 
in Paris, press announcements were made that the members of the 
company were free to move about on their own, do anything they 
wanted as long as they showed up to performances and rehearsals 
on time. This was almost (but not quite) true. There were actually 
three “sputniks” attached to the company, but they were not rigid 
in their requests or demands. 

The company was housed in a single hotel (the Moderne at Place 
de la Republique) and traveled everywhere around Paris in com- 
pany-provided busses, but were permitted freedom f activity dur- 
ing the afternoons and merely perfunctory room check evenings. 

The defection of Nureyev, the company’s star dancer, was a blow 
to the rest of the troupe, therefore, and probably ended all such 
“freedom” for the rest of the tour and for future tours of this sort.

Hottest report in financial circles + 


concerning the film business this 
week has it that Warners is headed 
for a stock split on the basis of 
three-or-four for one. This is the

There has been no official word 
from the company.

Aug. 31 Forecast: 
Metro Earnings 


OF $12,500,000 


Although Metro still has a way 
to go in fiscal 1961, configent pre- 
dictions are being made by insiders 
about the outcome fér the year, 
which ends Aug. 31. All plenty up- 
beat 

It's believed that M-G will wind 
up with net earnings of about $12,- 
500,000 on a gross profit (before 
taxes) of over $23,000,000. 

The net will equal $5 per com- 
mon share on 2,500,000 shares out- 
standing. Fiscal 1960 brought a net 
of $9.595,000, or $3.83 per share. 

The profits picture is heartening 
to M-G officials particularly in the 
light of unfavorable publicity con- 
cerning the so-far ill-fated “Lady 
L” production project, which is 
now postponed (see separate story). 
Press reports anent the $2,000,000- 


plus loss sustained to date on 
“Lady” substantially were correst 
but, M-G people underline, they 


failed to take into account the plus 
factors in other production that by 
far outweigh the in-red “Lady.” 

Same press reports, incidentally, 
are being blamed for causing re- 
cent drop in the M-G stock, small 
investors having sold out without 
knewledge of the overall profits 
picture 

Also on the financial end, 
learned that M-G is now operating 
with a significant change in its 
production costs amortization pro- 
cedure. Instead of continuing with 
the usual 100-week period for 
amortizing a picture, the company 
may now write off the costs in as 
short a time as 13 weeks. This ob- 
tains with features which, after 13 
weeks in exhibition, obviously are 
going to show a loss. Said loss is

Trends” set, a modest little gasser 
from Britain about a big-time rac- 
ing car driver with a foot of lead 
and a heart of marshmallow. 
Though packed with just about 
every auto racing film cliche in 
the book (‘a kind of “Porsche 
Faces Life’’ with grease smears), 
the Charles Francis Vetter pro- 
duction generates plenty of visual 
excitement when it gets behind the 
wheel, opens throttle and _ shifts 
into emotional overdrive. The 
Metro release will be a companion- 
able supporting item and, though 
utterly star-shy by American 
standards, there may even be scat- 
tered situations, where male ac- 
tion fans assemble, where it would 
hold its own for about one lap in 
an economy run. 

Jon Cleary’s screenplay, based 
on his novel of the same title 
(which may have had some signifi- 
cance in the book, but the green 
means nothing in the black-and- 
white picture), retells the shop- 
worn yarn about the vet driver 
who is losing his nerve after sev- 
eral near-fatal mishaps. He has the 
usual father who died a champion 
in a crash, the usual younger 
brother who's itching to get into 
the cockpit, the usual long-suffer- 
ing mother, the usual fiancee wor- 
ried about her lover's longevity, 
and the usual lovable mechanic 
friend who comes out of repair 
pit retirement long enough to get 
himself killed 

To compensate for the familiar 
story, the spectator is assaulted 
with the real feeling of enormous 
speed in the many noisy, breath- 
taking scenes shot from the cock- 
pit. It’s a kind of “Ben-Hur” in 
reverse, one big chariot race with 
occasional pauses for exposition. 
The light English Jaguar driven 
by the hero represents the white 
horses, the dark Italian Maserati 
being the equivalent of the black 
horses. Director Michael Forlong, 
with the aid of some good racing 
stock footage, some agile camera- 
work by Geoffrey Faithfull, and 
the skilled driving maneuvers of 
racing champ Jack Brabham, has 
woven in several spectacular 
crashes and mounted a number of 
excellent action scenes, a quality 
not matched when the film shifts 
into the neutral position. 

Bill Travers is convincing as the 
troubled hero. But Sidney James, 
as the ill-fated mechanic, cops his- 
trionic honors. Prominent parts are 
dispatched adequately by Ed Beg- 
ley, Nancy Walters, Ursula Jeans, 
Megs Jenkins, Sean Kelly and 
Tutte Lemkow.

Positive Approach 

It is exactly in this spirit that 
Jerry Wald and I are approaching 
the film adaptation of Robert F. 
Kennedy's “The Enemy Within.” 
In our first conversation as to the 
spirit, the content, the meat of this 
project, Jerry Wald and [ agreed 
that if this picture suggested any 
blanket indictment of organized 
labor, it would defeat its purpose 
In our view “the enemy within” 
should be a motion picture that 
organized labor will welcome, since 
it will be dramatizing not the 
crimes of organized labor but the 
crimes agains! organized labor. } 
We are fully aware—and do not 
need “labor leaders” who take | 
refuge in anonymity to point it 
out for us—that the overwhelming 
majority of labor leaders and rank- 
and-filers are honest and dedicated 
men who have nothing to fear from 
this forthcoming picture, just as 
they had nothing to fear from a} 
careful’ investigation that  sepa- 
rated the honest leaders and mem- 
bers from the wolves prowling 
among them who hid in the sheep's 
clothing of the 5th Amendment. 

It is interesting to note that the 
AFL-CIO Executive Board voted 
almost unanimously (only the 
Teamsters dissenting) that any 
officer who took the Sth rather 
than give an honest answer to 
questions concerning his conduct 
in labor activities, was an officer 
who did not deserve honors, special 
privileges and responsibilities in 
the AFL-CIO. I have read literally 
millions of words of the Senate 
Committee investigation and find 
it abundantly clear that those who 
had nothing to hide had nothing 
to fear from any investigation of 
their books and their professional 
activities. No, it was only the 
sordid array of gangsters and 
hoodlums who use trade-unionism 
as a cynical gimmick for self-en- 
richment, only these seemed to 
fear and resent the McClellan 
Committe. Anyone who has read 
Robert Kennedy's book on the 
history of this investigation knows 
this for himself. 

Don’t Pre-Judge 

Since we intend to follow the 
spirit of the Kennedy book, Jerry 
Wald and I are confident that the 
millions of respectable trade-union- 
ists will not harass our film, or 
attempt any such “counteraction 
by combined union forces” as the 
VaRIETY interview implies. If any 
“counteraction” is to be mounted, 
it will come from the same com- | 
bination of unscrupulous forces 
that the Attorney General cor- 
rectly and pointedly described as | 
The Enemy Within: the unholy 
alliance of criminal “Unionists,” 
greedy employers and their mouth- 
pieces, both legal and _ political, 
who prefer under-the-table sweet- 
heart deals and underworld pay- 
offs to legitimate contracts with 
legitimate unions. 

In preparation for the writing 
of the screenplay in question, Waid 
and I have not only consulted with 
Kennedy and his staff but with | 
the Secretary of Labor and other |!

Joseph Schneider, representing | 
Zenith International Film Corp., | 


was upheld in his contention that | 
although the denial of the permit 
to show the film was signed by 
the then-Police Commissioner Tim- 
othy O'Connor, only the censor 
board had seen the picture in its 
entirety 

Appeals Court took no issue with 
the entire subject of prior censor- 
ship,. acknowledging the Supreme 
Court decision of several months 
ago upholding the pre-showing 
censorship of “Don Juan,” dis- 
tributed by Times Film Corp. 

Zenith, according to Schneider 
was not seeking to test or upset 
the Times Film decision, but felt | 
that they had no opportunity for | 
review or appeal at the municipal 
level. Current practice is for the 
Police Censor Board to see the 
picture and recommend consent or | 
denial of the application for a per- | 
mit. Police Commissioner then 
just signs it. Zenith wants the po- |, 
lice head (‘now Superintendent O 
W. Wilson) to see the film and to | 
be accountable for the board’s | 
decision 

The court decision said empha- | 
tically that the Times Film case | 
does not give carte blanche au- 
thorization for “ad hoc, unfair, | 
abortive municipal licensing pro- 
cedures.” It added, however: “We 
re-emphasize that it (the Times 
case) does hold that a city does | 
have the right of prior restraint 
if handled properly.” 

Zenith applied for a permit to 
show “Lovers” on Sept. 19, 1959, 
and was notified by Commissioner 
O'Connor on Sept. 21 that it was 
denied. They then appealed to 
Mayor Richard J. Daley and re- 
ceived a letter from the Corpora- 
tion Counsel on Dec. 15 stating 
that the city would issue a permit 
“if one of the. obscene scenes 
would be removed.” 

Whole Reel Out 

Zenith was unable to reach the 
Corporation Counsel for several 
days to find out which scene he 
meant. However, a few days later 
they received a letter from the 
Commissioner in which he said he 
wanted the entire fifth reel omit- 
ted. The court opinion said that 
the board was the sole group that 
had seen the film in its entirety 
and that the Mayor, Police Com- 





missioner and Corporation Counsel | 


had seen only the controversial | 
fifth reel 

Zenith will now have to start the 
picture through the entire permit 
application process again. How- 
ever, the court decision makes it 
mandatory for one of the civic offi- 


cials to see the film and to discuss 


their objections, if any, with 
Zenith, Schneider would not com- 
ment on what Zenith would do if 
the application is denied this time.

Two components are at the heart 
lof Instant Sync: a device which 
permits the actor's voice to activate 
the sound recording machine, 
a cue track containing the dialog 
to be re-recorded or dubbed 


hears via earphones while he post- 
synes (or dubs) the new track. Be- 
cause the actor himself activates 
both the cue track and recording 
device, according to the backers, 
he can record much longer pas- 
sages than normally can be done 
by the present “looping” practice, 
wherein seldom more than 20 sec- 
onds of material is done at one 
time. At the demonstration, nine 
minutes of dialog was re-recorded 
by non-actors, reading at sight, in | 
approximately 15 minutes.

Only five months after becoming 
vicepresident in charge of news for 
ABC, Jim Hagerty has threatened 
to quit. The threat, faintly veiled, 
was made during a closed-circuit 
telecast to ABC-TV affiliates on 
June 20, and appears to have been 
the direct result of the poor clear- 
ances provided for one of his pet 
projects—a nightly news program 
scheduled in cherished local sta- 
tion time between 11 and 11:15 
p.m 

Appearing on the program with 
ABC-TV president Oliver Treyz 
and the station relations v.p. Julius 
Barnathan, Hagerty was quoted as 
telling over 100 ABC-TV station 
executives during the “private” 
talk that if they didn’t back him 
in this latenight news venture, 
about all he'd be able to say in a 
few weeks, when the stations 
would be ready for a final account- 
ing on the matter, is, “It was nice 
knowing you.” 

Just how many stations had of- 
fered to clear the 11-11:15 nightly 
time at the time of the closed-cir- 
suit was not disclosed, but at the 
moment there are only about 20 
stations who appear ready to gv 
along, at least for a time, with a 
network news feed in a time peri- 
od when most of the stations have 
programmed local news. 

Six days after the threat, Hag- 
gerty said he was “most encour- 
aged.” He refused, however, to dis- 
cuss his threat to ABC stations on 
the grounds that a closed-circuit 
telecast, regardless of how many

In the tight time situation, MCA 
TV has clipped off some fancy 
sales results with its four off-net- 
work hour series. The four hour 
series are in over 50 markets and 
a good sell off is indicated. MCA 
TV's experience partially settles 
the question of whether there's 
room for off-network hour series in 
syndication. Of course, a flood of 
60-minuters could cramp the com 
mercial style of any one off-net- 
work hour series 

Syndicators, too, are searching 
for new forms of entertainment 
In general, there's been a tone- 
| dow n on violence in the sales ap- 
proach which most likely will be 
translated in future shooting of

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Two Views of the Badge 





ne of these days, some Manhattan desk 
sergeant with a flair for symbolism is 
going to replace the familiar globes flanking 
the police station’s entrance with the masks of 


tragedy and comedy. 


Fven then, the building isn’t likely to be mis- 
taken for, say, the Lunt-Fontanne Theatre— 
except maybe in a very heavy fog—but the logic 
behind the new adornments would be hard to 


challenge. 


For the real-life, day-to-day drama of a busy 
police precinct makes every station-house a 
kind of theatre-in-the-round. (What's more, 
the newspaper “reviews” often make the front 
pages, and even “Death of a Salesman” never 


go that kind of treatment.) 


So rich are the dramatic possibilities in the 
highly charged atmosphere of a metropolitan 
police precinct, that a prole ssional author can 


find just about any material he needs. 


Aserious novelist like Fd McBain turns an X-ray 
eve on the professional and personal lives of a 


group of big-city detectives and weaves his ob- 


servations into an artlully-told suspense story. 


On the other hand, a master humorist like Nat 
Hiken takes a long look at the long arm of the 
Jaw and sees nothing but its funnybone. Point 


of view. 


We didn’t choose the examples of McBain and 
Hiken at random. They happen to be the cre- 
ators of two new series that NBC will be un- 


veiling with considerable pride this fall. 


McBain will be represented by “87th Precinct.” 
Hiken is responsible for “Car 54, Where Are 
Your” Both shows are headquartered in a met- 
ropolitan station-house; other than that, they 
have about as much in common as “Victory at 


Sea’ and “Mister Roberts.” 


TO CLEAR UP one point immediately, Ed 


McBain is actually a pseudonym of novelist 


Fvan Hunter, whose “The Blackboard Jungle,” 
“Strangers When We Meet” and—most recently 
—‘‘Mothers and Daughters” were all greeted 
most warmly by the critics, the public and the 


Bureau of Internal Revenue. 
Hunter’s (or McBain’s) striking gift for narra- 
tive and characterization has been just as evi- 


dent in his “87th Precinct’ novels, the first 
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eleven of which have already sold more than 


two million copies. 


A televiewer not familiar with McBain’s detec- 
tives in his books will learn in short order that 
there isn’t a stereotype in the bunch. And this 
same aura of credibility surrounds the cases on 
which they work, the police procedures they 
follow and the assorted characters they meet in 


the course of their working day or night. 


THE PARTICULAR CITY in which this hour- 
Jong, Monday night series takes place doesn't 
have a name. It might be described as a com- 
posite of half a dozen large, bustling, problem- 
ridden cities somewhere between the Mexican 
and Canadian borders and the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans. 

But the innate authenticity of whatever hap- 
pens in the 35-block area covered by the 87th 
Precinct will be appreciated by all kinds of 
viewers — whether they happen to live in a 
bursting-at-the-seams metropolis or in some 
sleepy little town that’s never even had a trolley 


car to scratch its back. 


We promise no such authenticity for the Nat 
Hiken-created “Car 54, Where Are You?” Oh, 
physically speaking, itll be as true-to-life as a 


documentary. In fact, much of it will be filmed 


right on the streets of New York. But as for the 


situations in which Hiken’s lovable cops will 
be finding themselves—well, let’s just say they'll 
be as credible as the barracks shenanigans of 
the Sergeant Bilko crowd. In other words, 


you'll Jaugh your head off. 


A case in point is the “Car 54, Where Are Your” 
episode in which the lads at the ptecinct plan 
to surprise their foot-sore house sergeant with 


an anniversary gift of a pair of badly-needed 


orthopedic shoes. 


The big problem, of course, is to make a plaster 
mold of the sergeant’s feet without tipping him 
eff to the surprise. 

We won't do any tipping-oll here, either, ex- 
cept to say that the attempted solutions to that 
problem make for some of the most hilarious 
sequences TV has ever seen. And it matters not 
a whit to us that such a situation would happen 
in real life about once a millennium (and then, 


only if the wind were right). 


The aforementioned “Bilko” series was created 
by the very same Mr. Hiken. As we recall, it was 
an excruciatingly funny show with but one 
major, unforgivable flaw: It was on another 


network. 


We remember, too, that the Pentagon (which 
could easily have been mifled at the weekly 
irreverence for Army brass) not only enjoyed 
the series but came to consider it an invaluable 


aid in the Army’s recruiting program. 


TODAY, when many of our nation’s cities—in- 
cluding New York—are finding it difficult to 
recruit enough men for their police forces, it’s 
conceivable that “Car 54, Where Are Your” 


may well be the laugh-getter to turn that trick. 


Come to think of it, many such crucial short- 
ages might be solved with the right kind of 
comedy program. There aren't nearly enough 
psychoanalysts, for example. If Hiken can just 
come up with a show about...well, let's see... 
there’s this handsome, sophisticated couple liv- 
ing ina Manhattan duplex...they're both ana- 
lysts... he’s a Freudian, she’s a Jungian and her 
mother’s a Philadelphian... 
and when the mother unex- 
pectedly phones to say she'll be 


visiting them fora few weeks... 


But that’s another series.

Urge 2d Com! 
Web, ETV, Tint 
For British TV 


London, June 27. 
Britain needs another commer- 
cial tv web, a body to coordinate 


| educational programs, color tv and 


a 625-line standard. So recome- 
mends the National Broadcasting 
Development Committee in a re- 
port to the Pilkington Committee 
currently studying the future of 
broadcasting. NBDC’'s _ proposais 
were outlined here by Lord Lloyd, 
chairman of the committee. 

First point the group wants to 
get across is that although the 
commercial web broke BBC's tv 
monopoly, it set up a monopoly of 
its own. The only way to combat 
this, says the report, is to set up 
another, network on similar lines. 
NBDC, successor to the Popular 
Television Assn., which came 
paigned successfully for the intro- 
duction of commercia! tv, says this 
channel could be run in Band 3. 
Group would also like to see the 
duplication on 625-lines, on chan- 
nels 4 and 5, of all channel 1 and 3 
services (which would be in 405- 
lines) 

On educational tv, NBDC recome- 
mends the setting up of an au- 
thority with power to supervise 
and coordinate programs (including 
radio) and says: “While a great 
deal of educational programs for 
children are adequate, the equally 
important field of education for 
adults is gravely inadequate.” The 
report goes on to say, emphatic- 
ally, that tv and radio should be 
much more devoted to educating 
the public morally, socially and 
culturally as well as just entertain- 
ing them. 

Besides calling for the early in- 
troduction of commercial radio and 
color tv, NBDC supports toli-ty 
“for minorities which feel neg- 
lected by programs as they stand 
at present.” 


Daytime Kidstri 

A decision on a change in ABC- 
TV daytime programming is due 
July 15 and apparently the switch 
hinges on whether to do a kidvid 
cultural strip called “Periscope” 
in part of what is now Dick Clark 
“Bandstand” time. 

“Periscope,”. to be produced by 
Jules Power, for a daily 5-5:3@ 
p.m. anchorage, will evidently not 
be scheduled unless a substantial 
degree of advertising support can 
be found. It’s understood, so far, 
that ABC-TV has been able to at- 
tract the promise of limited busi- 
ness from two bankrollers, the 
amount apparently not sufficiently 
large to exact a firm commitment 
on “Periscope” from ABC-TV.

BBC’s Waldman Not 
So High on Satellites 
As Int'l Program Boon 


London, June 27

Despite all the learned voices 
raised at the technical symposium 
ot the Montreux Festival of Tele- 
vision Arts and Sciences, from a 
programming point-of-view ocean- 
transcending satellites would not 
prove useful, he said.

Another problem, as pointed out

BUILD PROFITS For Around $3-Mil.; Execs Stay On 


| How are the medium-to-small 
music publishers keeping afloat 
during these days of non-existent 
pop sheet music sales and all-but- 
vanished royalties from single 


disks? By coming up with special 
angles, scrambling for renewals, 
developing foreign contacts, cut- 


ting masters for resale to estab- 
lished diskeries, managing artists 
entering the educational market 
and hoping for the best with what- 
ever financial cushion is available 
from ASCAP and/or BMI per- 
formance money. The fact is that 
a flock of lesser publishers, de- 
Spite the inevitable wailing, are 
not only staying alive, but are 
prospering these days as never 
before. 

Case of Howie Richmond's pub- 
lishing enterprises may not be pre- 
cisely typical of the other publish- 
ers, but represents the type of 
enterprise and ingenu‘ty being 
shown in the music industry. A 
boy publishing wonder about 10 
years ago when his firm came up

Bruce is like those old films pur- 
porting to expose white slavery 
white drawing their audiences by 
showing shots of girls in their 
undies In his current campy- 
meeting peroration he bitterly at- 
tacks the easiest targets in con- 
temporary society and destroys 
these straw men organized relig- 
lor mother inept pore rmment 
fo no ones paiticular surprise 

But the crowd was apparently 
there to heat his deliberately 
salacious use of taboo words and 
efercnces, and he gave them good 
measure. Bruce tnayv be looking tor 
a higher morality in) proclaiming 
that nothing is sacred, but it only 
ends up as a heavy-handed dec-

One of his earliest performances was in a church basement. He was 
attempting to vanish a silk handkerchief into a drinking glass. The 


idea was to ignite a bit of photoerapher’s flash powder and the handket 


chief would disappear. His assistant was her sister She prepared 
enough flash powder for the River Kwai It looked as if the whole 
place had blown up. The handkerchief vanished and so die her e« 


brows. Everybody else was rushing to the window and gasping for 
air 

When he was 18 he joined the Dan Fitch Dixiana Revue and was 
billed as “The Boy Wonder From Ohio.” This was funny because when 
he audited for Fitch, the minstrel never looked at him. Near the end a 
newsboy came in and sold Fitch a paper. Milo was getting ready to 
produce a rabbit, so he picked it out of the neck of the newsboy's cout 
just as the kid was selling Fitch the paper. Then Fitch paid attention 
to the audition. 


Next Milo hopped aboard a medicine show in Wisconsin where he 
had to do a different magic act every night for two weeks. He also 
had to sell medicine, soap and candy and clean up the joint. Besides 


that he appeared in two different skits each night 
a week, and two doughnuts and coffee every 

His next big hit was a flop. He invented a watch trick, He had a 
big Grecian urn which was seemingly a bow! of fire, though actually 
the fire was confined to a groove around the top from a little cotton 
soaked in alcohol. He would borrow a watch from one of the audience, 
drop it in the burning urn and rediscover it in a box of rice But the 
first time he tried the trick the watch caught fire just pascing through 
the ring of fire. It seems the face of it was made of celluloid, not glass, 
and that ruined both the watch and the trick 

His nightclub career began with the Wally Hamilton Trio and ¢ 
dancing horse act. Milo was the rear end of the horse and after that 
| act he had to make a quick change to white tie and tails and appear 
eas a magician. 

“I quit Hamilton, believing the two roles were somewhat 
patible, but I wonder now if they were not identical”

ELAINE GRAND: [ here isnomore titanic 
struggle than the struggle for concep 
tion. Tt is fought,on each occasion, by 
anything up to five hundred millioa 
nale sperm. Sometimes, tf a couple is 
lucky, just one of these millions tri- 
wnphs. A female egg is fertilised and 
a child ts started 
And yet, for thousands of years, man- 
kind has sought means of deciding the 
owcome of that battle in advan.+; we 
have sought a method to prevent con 
ception, 
So far, mankind has not been com- 
pletely successful. It is true that in 
some countries where birth control is 
widely accepted and practised, the pop- 
ulation tends to remain steady. But in 
other countries, where birth control ts 
neither widely known nor widely prac- 
tied, the population ts growing rapid 
ly, even alarmingly. Some experts now 
refer to this growth as the population 
explosion 
Professor David Glass, of the London 
School of Economics, explains: — 
PROFESSOR GLASS: The population is 
certainly blooming today; not so much 
here in Great Britain, but throughout 
most of theyworld. This year, one hun- 
dred million babies will be born. There 
will be a good many deaths too, prob- 
ably 50 million of them, and many of 
them babies. But on balance, the world 
will grow by 50 million people by the 
end of the year. 
That's quite a sum; it’s about the same 
as the iotal number of emigrants from 
Europe in the last hundred and fifty 
years. Its the same as the total popu 
lation of Great Britain 
Or thinking of it in smaller terms, just 
during the length of this programme, 
some tive thousand more people will 
exist in the world. 
ELAINE: Many of these children will 
not be wanted. They will be conceived 
by accident, either through ignorance 
or taulty contraception. 
here is po such thing as a perfect 
contraceptive, one that is at the same 
ne simple, foolproof and acceptable 
to all shades of opinion. But develop 
ments are taking place that are worthy 
of notice and investigation. Such a de 
velopment is contained in this pink 
it weighs only one hundredth 
of an ounce, it’s smaller than an aspi-! 
rin tablet, and it is commonly and 
widely called—The Pill. 
Well, some doctors, though they are in 
the minority, believe that this pull may 
be one of the discoveries of our cen- 
tury,and some governments are begin- 
ning to believe that the pill, and devel- 
opments of it, may be a solution to 
their ever-more-pressing population 
Well, what exactly ts the 
pill’ How does it work? 
coBByY: (voice over) The pill is made 
mainly fromachemical extracted from 
a root found in Mexico, and small 
quantities of Estrogen Hormone. It is 
a totally new form of contraceptive, 
working in a new way, 
The British Medical Journal, the publi- 
cation of the British Medical Associa- 
tion, printed in its notes on “TopaAy's 
pruos” in March of this year an assess-

It said, “Evidence for the long term 
safety of this method of birth control 


will, of course, not be complete for an- 


other twenty years or more. What is 
known so far, seems to raise no undue 
fears for the future. More than two 


hundred women have completed twen- 


ty-four or more cyles and a small 


number more than fifty cycles of treat- 


ment, without apparent ill effect. That 
subsequén’ fertility is not impaired, 
seems to be firmly demonstrated.” 
ELAINE: To understand the pill, it is 
necessary to understand conception it- 
sel&. 

coBByY: (voice over) These are male 
sperm, hugely magnified. When they 
are released inside the female they have 
to swim about four inches to reach 
the egg which comes into position for 
a comparatively few hours once every 
twenty-eight days. For conception to 
take piace it is necessary for the egg 
to be in the right place and for just 
one of these sperm to find it and fer 
tilise it. 

Up to 500 million male sperm start 
the journey on each occasion—a suffi 
cient number, it has been estimated, to 
impregnate every fertile woman in the 
world. 

ELAINE: From earliest times man has 
attempted to control conception. Mo 
tives were many, and methods were 
various—but all techniques tried to do 
the same thing—to prevent the male 
sperm from meeting the egg 

COBBY: (voice over) Egyptian writings, 
nearly four thousand years old, men 
tion women relying on a barrier of oil 
soaked sponge. 

The Chinese recommended a diet of 
twenty-four tadpoles which, if swal- 
lowed in the Spring, were thought to 
prevent conception for five years. 
The Greek philosopher, Plato, advo 
cated birth control because he believed 
the law should permit only men aged 
between 30 and 35, and women aged 
between 20 and 40 to beget children. 
Then in the 16th century —in 1564— 
came the first written mention of what 
might be called a modern contracep- 
tive: the Italian anatomist, Fallopius, 
described what is now the most widely 
used contraceptive device—the sheath. 
ELAINE: Since then, contraception has 
been the subject of public argument, 
of legal action and of religious dis 
agreement. There have been bitter 
battles. 

Then, about one hundred and sixty 
years ago, these battles were given in- 
creased significance by a new theory, 
a theory propounded by a junior offi- 
cer of the Church of England. 
COBBY: (voice over) The Reverend 
Thomas Malthus was the Anglican 


curate in the parish of Albury in Sur- 


rey. In 1798, as a young Fellow of 
Jesus College, Cambridge, he put for- 
ward an alarming theory. 

He declared that the population of the 
world increased by geometric progres 
sion. That is: by two, four, eight, six- 
teen, thirty-two, and so on 

But the produce of the world—its food 


and resources—increases only by arith- 


metical progression. That is: by two, 
four, six, eight, ten, and so on 

He forecast that, unchecked, the popu- 
lation of the world would far outstrip 


the produce of the world. He forecast, 


too, that disease and disaster would 
recur to bring the world back into 
balance. 

But, as a conscious check, he said that 


people should limit the population in- 


crease by what he called “Moral re 
straint”—sexual abstinence. 

ELAINE: Malthus's theory has not been 
proven by time and cannot bear too 
close an examination. But it did—and 
still does—affect the thinking of people 
in all parts of the world. 

One result is that, either by public 
policy or private choice, more and 


more people do practise birth control. 


cossyY: (voice over) In Britain, the 
Government does not advocate birth 





control, but—in many ways—gives it 
tacit approval and support. 

The Royal Commission on Population, 
reporting in 1949, declared: 

“Public policy should be based on ac- 
ceptance of voluntary parenthood, and 
contraception as one of the means of 
achieving it. At present, though the 
practice of contraception is widespread, 
public knowledge of effective methods 
is very uneven, and faulty knowledge 
causes a formidable amount of harm 
... Some of the ignorance is due to 
the furtive airthatclings tothe subject.” 
The Royal Commission also reported: 
“The great majority of married couples 
nowadays practise some form of birth 
control in order to limit their families.” 
ELAINE: A more detailed estimate ap- 
peared this year in a report prepared 
for the Population Investigation Com- 
mittee by Griselda Rowntree and Ra- 
chel Pierce of the London School of 
Economics. 

They report that of all couples mar- 
ried in Britain during the ten years of 
the Eifties, seven out of ten couples 
practise birth control. For thirty years 
the figure has been on the increase, and 
doctors think it will go even higher. 
Already in America, according to a 
survey by investigators from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, over eight out of 
ten fertile couples practise birth control. 
So the idea of birth control is accepted 
by the majority of people in Britain, 
America, and many other parts of the 
world. 

In Britain, who are these people? 
Miss Rowntree, you are co-author of 
the most recent report on Birth Con- 
trol in Britain. How many people did 
you interview for your survey? 

MISS ROWNTREE: We interviewed 2,500 
people, all of them married men and 
women, aged between sixteen and six- 
ty years. 

ELAINE: Were they a representative 
group? 

MISS ROWNTREE: Yes, they are definite- 
ly representative, except that we may 
have missed a few young married men 
who are away from home on National 
Service. 

ELAINE: Did the majority approve of 
birth control? 

MISS ROWNTREE: Oh yes, the great 
majority approved. 

The younger couples approved a little 
bit more than the older people; the 
middle classes a little bit more than 
the wage earners, and of course the 
Protestants approved a good bit more 
than the Roman Catholics. But of 
course I should say that—even among 
the Roman Catholics—as many as a 
thirdseemed to approve of birthcontrol. 
ELAINE: Did people give reasons for 
their approval? 

MISS ROWNTREE: Yes, the most impor- 
tant reason was of course family fi- 
nances. These people thought it was a 
good thing not to have more children 
than they could afford to bring up de- 
cently. Others thought that the welfare 
of the family was important and that 
the parents enjoyed bringing up their 
children more and the wife’s health 
was notimpaired by too frequent child 
bearing. 

ELAINE: Is it possible to estimate how 
many people throughout Britain prac- 
tise birth control? 

MISS ROWNTREE: Well, we haven't ac- 
tually made this estimate, but if our 
findings are representative, then it 
looks as if about 6 million couples 
out of a total of 8 million couples mar- 
ried since 1939, that is, people still in 
their child bearing years, are practis- 
ing birth control. 

In other words, about 12 million hus- 
bands and wives in Britain are now 
using birth control of some kind. 
ELAINE: Of course birth control costs 
money. And many millions of pounds 
are spent every year on contraceptives. 
COosBY: (voice over) The business mag- 
azine, FORTUNE, reports that in Amer- 
ica two hundred million dollars—that’s 





about £70,000,000—are spent annual- 
ly. Three quarters ofp hat—about 
£52,000,000—on sheaths. 

No official figures are published in 
Britain, but we are told that the annual 
sales of contraceptives total around 
£10,000,000,

ELAINE: The pill differs from all other 


contraceptives in a fundamental way.| 


Instead of being simply a barrier that 
comes between male sperm and female 
egg, the pill acts on the egg mechan 
ism itself. It stops any eggs from being | 
produced, and thus makes any meet-| 
ing impossible. 

And, of course, it is taken simply—by 
mouth. 

Scientists of many lands dreamed of 
a contraceptive pill. Several tried to} 
find one. 

Two men succeeded. 
COBBY: (voice over) Ten years ago.) 
57-year-old Dr. Gregory Pincus, Di 
rector of the Worcester Foundation 
for Experimental Biology in Shrews- 
bury, Massachusetts, began his own 
search for an oral contraceptive. 
Shortly afterwards he teamed up with 
71-year-old Dr. John Rock—a Roman 
Catholic and the father of five—who 
was then Professor of Gynaecology at 
Harvard University. 

ELAINE: We flew the Atlantic to talk 
to Dr. Pincus and Dr. Rock. 

COBBY: (voice over) Shrewsbury is a 
typical New England town, about 
forty miles from Boston in the State 
of Massachusetts—a state where, in- 
cidentally, it is illegal for doctors to 
prescribe or chemists to sell contra- 
ceptives. (One other state—Connecti- 
cut—has a similar law.) 

Shrewsbury’s 13,000 people live in 
white, tree shaded houses, which are 
open to one another. The town was 
started by migrants from Britain who 
arrived about 240 years ago. In 1727, 
the settlers formally named their town 
after Charles Talbot, Earl of Shrews- 
bury. Here it was that George Wash- 
ington camped during his campaigns 
in the American War of Independence. 
The Worcester Foundation for Experi- 
mental Biology lies between Shrews- 
bury and the industrial town of Wor- 
cester. It was set up by some citizens 
of Worcester in much the same way 
that people of other towns set up their 
own art gallery or symphony orches- 
tra. Its purpose, laid down by the 
founders, was to do fundamental re- 
search in Biology and Medicine. 
Today, the Foundation attracts grad- 
uates from all over the world—Japan, 
Korea, South East Asia, India, and the 
Latin American Republics. It has more 
than 60 Research Doctors permanent- 
lv working on subjects ranging from 
the effects of hormones on atomic 
radiation, to cancer. 

Here it is that Dr. Pincus works. 
ELAINE: How does the pill work? 
PINCUS: Well, this pill actually works 
to prevent the production of the egg 
that a woman normally liberates from 
her ovaries every month. By taking 
the pill throughout a month,a woman 
never produces this egg and therefore 
she cannot conceive. 

ELAINE: What, in the pill, stops her 
from ovulating? 

PINCUS: In the pill there is a substance 
which acts very much like the natural 
hormones of the body that prevent 
eggs from being produced during cer- 
tain times in the cycle of a woman, 
and also during pregnancy. 

As you know, during pregnancy a 
woman never produces an extra egg; 
this wouid be biologically dangerous 
—and we are using the same principle 
that nature uses in pregnancy for pre- 
venting eggs from being produced. 
ELAINE: In other words, the pill makes 
the body act as though it were preg- 
nant, and it therefore sees no reason 
to produce another egg. 

DR, PINCUS: “That's a very good natu- 
ral explanation. 


: ELAINE: How should the pills be tak- 














ELAINE: How was it discovered—the 


actual ingredient in the pill? 

PINCUS: Well, a number of years ago 
we were working at the hormone which 
does do this job of preventing ovula- 
tion. It is called Pregesterol and we 


tive, but unfortunately it was not very 
active when taken by the mouth. 

So we turned to a number of our chem- 
ist friends who synthesise substances 
relating to Pregesterol and asked them 
if they could give us things to test. 

Among these chemists was,Dr. Frank 
Colton, who was the chemist who syn- 
thesised Norathynadrel, and when we 
studied Norathynadrel we found that 
it was the most active substance to 
prevent ovulation when taken by the 
mouth, both in animals and in women. 


en for effective contraception? 4 
PINCUS: Well, a woman is instructed 
to take the pill beginning on the fifth 
day of her menstrual cycle, ordinarily 
with the evening meal, and she con- 
tinues to take one a day for twenty 
days, and then she stops. When she 
stops, usually within three days she 
has a normal menstrual period. And 
then again in the succeeding month, 
she begins on the fifth day of this pe- 
riod and continues the process indefi- 
nitely as long as she wants to be ina 
contraceptive state. 

ELAINE: But isn’t it difficult to remem- 
ber to take the pill so regularly? 
PINCUS: Well, the women who worked 
with us in our project have not found 
it too difficult to continue to take a 
pill—one a day—in the procedure that 
I've mentioned. Roughly about 90 
per cent of the time they are very 
faithful to the regime. ‘ 
ELAINE: What does happen though if 
you miss two or three days? 

PINCUS: Well, there aretwopossibilities, 
One is that if you miss two or three 
successive days you will have a men- 
strual period, because it’s the stopping 
of the medication which gives the 
stimulus to menstruation. 

The other possibility is—and it is rath- 
er remote but none the less real: that 
conception will take place. And it’s 
for this reason that we advocate the 
faithful taking of the pill every day. 
ELAINE: Obviously, clinical testing is 
one of the most important things any 
new drug goes through. What tests 
have been done on the pill? 

Pincus: Well, clinically-controlled, 
scientific experiments have been done 
in many parts of the world. Our work 
began originally in Puerto Rico over 
five years ago. 

But there have been tests done in many 
parts of the United States, as well as 
outside of the United States. 

For example, shortly after we began 
our work, Dr. Edward Tyler studied 
close to a thousand women in Los 
Angeles. 

Other men have worked with numbers 
ranging from 50 to several hundred 
in places like Denver, Chicago, San 
Antonio (Texas), and so on. 

Outside of the United States there have 
been well-controlled tests in Hong 
Kong, where several hundred women 
have been studied; in Japan, where 
close to a thousand women have been 
studied — and in various parts of Eu- 
rope, particularly in England. 

I might say that these are scientifically 
controlled tests. A number of other 
tests have been done in clinics where 
straight rigid scientific supervision has 
not been carried out. 

And of course the women now using 
the pill under these conditions, for ex- 
ample, as distributed by Family Plaa- 
ning clinics, number in the many, 
many thousands—particularly in this 
country. 

ELAINE: If a woman has been taking 
the pill successfully for some years, 
then stops, can she become pregnant 
again? 

Pincus: Oh definitely. Usually, she be- 











becomes pregnant with great rapidity
